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THE  AREA 

Crawford  County  State  Fish  and  Wildlife  Area  is  located 
two  miles  west  and  one  mile  south  of  Hutsonville,  and 
seven  miles  north  of  Robinson,  Illinois. 

The  area  is  comprised  of  1,129  total  acres,  with  1,100  hunt- 
able  acres.  Being  roughly  bisected  from  east  to  west  by 
Huston  Creek,  the  area  is  generally  rolling.  The  area  along 
the  south  side  of  the  creek  is  more  steeply  rolling  and 
forms  a  bluff.  About  100  acres  of  bottomland  are  located 
adjacent  to  the  creek,  mostly  on  the  north  side  of  the 
stream.  Some  open  land  is  incorporated  into  a  tenant  pro¬ 
gram  to  improve  wildlife  habitat  and  insure  abundant, 
good  quality  grain  foods  for  game  species  and  other  wild¬ 
life.  The  timbered  areas  are  a  high  quality,  mature  oak- 
hickory  type. 

GAME  SPECIES 

Available  game  species  include  squirrel,  deer,  dove,  wood¬ 
cock,  quail,  furbearers,  rabbit,  and  common  snipe.  Check 
at  the  Area  Headquarters  with  the  local  Conservation 
Police  Officer  for  seasons,  bag  limits,  etc. 

FACILITIES 

Nine  ponds,  ranging  from  1/2  to  two  acres,  may  be  found 
on  the  area.  Fishing  is  permitted  with  pole  and  line  only. 
Trot  lines,  throw  lines,  limb  lines,  and  jugs  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted.  The  ponds  have  largemouth  bass,  bluegill,  redear, 
and  channel  catfish. 

A  picnic  area  is  available  on  a  first-come  basis. 

NATURAL  AREAS 

Approximately  75  acres  on  the  northeas  side  has  been 
declared  a  natural  area  by  the  Natural  Areas  Section  of 
the  Department  of  Conservation.  This  area  represents  a 
southern  bottomland  forest  community  near  the  northern 
limits  of  its  occurrence  in  the  state.  A  large  number  of  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  ferns,  wildflowers,  and  trees  are  repre¬ 
sented  here.  This  area  is  open  to  hunting  and  nature  stu¬ 
dies.  However,  no  wildflowers,  plants,  or  trees  may  be 
picked  or  disturbed. 

AREA  REGULATIONS 

1 .  The  area  is  all  posted  open  to  hunting  except  for  small 
restricted  zones  around  the  Headquarters  Building, 
Site  Manager’s  Residence,  and  picnic  area. 

2.  Hunters  must  park  at  designated  parking  areas. 

3.  All  hunters  must  sign  in  before  hunting  at  a  box  located 
in  a  parking  lot  or  office  area,  and  report  their  kill  on 
forms  provided  before  leaving  the  area. 


4.  Hunting  is  to  be  done  with  shotguns  or  bow  and  arrow, 
with  the  exception  that  muzzle-loading  rifles  may  be 
used  to  hunt  deer  during  shotgun  deer  seasons,  and 
.22’s  and  muzzle-loaders  may  be  used  for  furbearers 
and  squirrel.  NO  PISTOLS  ARE  PERMITTED. 

5.  Construction  and  use  of  permanent  tree  stands  is  pro¬ 
hibited.  Portable  tree  stands  may  be  used,  if  taken 
down  at  the  end  of  the  day. 

6.  Night  hunting  is  allowed.  Interested  hunters  must  con¬ 
tact  the  Site  Manager  during  regular  office  hours  for 
PERMIT. 

7.  No  trapping  of  furbearers  is  permitted. 


FOR  YOUR  INFORMATION 

Groups  of  25  or  more  persons  will  not  be  admitted  to  any 
state  site  unless  permission  from  the  Site  Superintendent 
has  been  obtained  to  use  the  facilities.  In  addition,  groups 
of  minors  must  have  adequate  supervision  and  at  least 
one  responsible  adult  must  accompany  each  group  of  15 
minors.  All  pets  must  be  on  a  leash. 

Numerous  state  sites  are  within  easy  access  of  every  part 
of  Illinois.  Lodges,  cabins,  and  dining  rooms  are  impor¬ 
tant  features  of  Illinois  Beach,  Starved  Rock,  Pere  Mar¬ 
quette,  and  Giant  City;  White  Pines  Forest  and  Cave-In- 
Rock  have  cabins  and  dining  rooms  only;  Black  Hawk  has 
dining  rooms  only.  Reservations  for  lodging  should  be 
made  with  lodge  managers. 

Most  state  sites  are  open  year-round,  except  on  Christmas 
Day  and  New  Year’s  Day.  When  weather  conditions  ne¬ 
cessitate  the  closing  of  roads  during  freezing  and  thaw¬ 
ing  periods,  access  to  facilities  is  by  foot  only.
